NOTIFICATION. 

The 7th August 1879.—The following rules regarding the examinations of forest 
officers in the provinces under the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal are, with the sanction 
of the Government of India, published for general information. 

The officers of the Forest Department in Bengal will be required to pass by the same 
standards of examination (Higher and Lower) in Bengali and Hindustani as are prescribed . 
for police officers. The examinations will be conducted under the orders: of the Central. 
Examination Committee, Calcutta, at the several local centres, as provided for in the examin- 
ation rules of the 21st November 1874. Special papers will, however, be prepared for 
forest officers in which technical judicial terms will be avoided and such terms substituted 
as bear directly on forest work. ; 

A forest officer passing the above examinations will be considered to have. fulfilled. the 
conditions as regards examination in languages laid down in rules 17 and 18 of the Porest 
Department Code for the purpose of promotion to higher grades.

2. Under Article 1 (a), Schedule II, Act VII of 1870, every application for a copy 
must bear a stamp of one anna. 
8, Copies which are not issued with a certificate of their correctness do not require a 
> stamp under the Act. Copies of public documents certified under Section 76 of the Evidence 
Act to be correct must be charged with a court fee under one of the Articles 6,7, or 9 of 
Schedule I of the Court Fees’ Act. Every copy under Article 8 must of necessity be 


4, Unauthenticated copies should only be marked as “ examined” and initialled by the 
examinor, while copies to be used, or capable of being used as evidence, should be “ certified 
to be a correct copy ” and signed in full, and bear the seal of the Court. 

5. Attention should be given to the instructions contained in Circular Order No. 6, 
dated 2nd June 1875, in determining whether or not an application for a certified copy of a 
document appertaining to the reccrd of a civil suit should be granted or not. The provisions 

~ of Section 131, Act X of 1877, under which a party or a pleader is entitled to take copies of 
his adversary’s documents, should also be borne in mind.
